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What car for the man 
who can afford 
(almost) anything?

At one point several years ago, 
singer-songwriter Jimmy Buffett owned 
two high-ticket Porsches, an antique 
Mercedes convertible, a Chevy pickup 
truck, a four-wheel drive vehicle and a 
Saab sedan. The cars were located in 
Florida, Alabama, Colorado and 
California. It was difficult to keep 
track of them all. For the past dozen 
years, Jimmy's hectic musical 
profession has demanded fairly 
constant travel. But even with all those 
cars spread out across the country, 
they were rarely in places where Jimmy 
wanted to use them. Boring rent-a-cars 
seemed inescapable, And, even in the 
Porsches, he wasn’t having much fun 
with his transportation. The only 
things for sure were maintenance bills. 
Finally, a couple of years ago, the 
situation reached the cut-off point. The 
sensible move was to consolidate the 
fleet, and to make sure that, when he 
was in his own car, it was fun. 

For those of you familiar with the 
music on Buffett's 15 albums, you 
know that many of Jimmy’s best lyrics 
have touched on nostalgia. Whether 
he’s romanticizing the ‘‘crazy Navy 
fliers’’ of World War II, recalling early 
television and film characters like Sky 
King, Zorro, Carmen Miranda, John 
Wayne, or Xavier Cugat, or relating 
humorous events from his own past, 
Buffett enjoys the friendly returns to 
yesteryear. And so it is with this 
Falcon. 

The Porsches are both gone. The 
Mercedes has been sold. Repair bills 
and maintenance tallies have dropped 
accordingly. And one of Jimmy’s great 
longings, the desire to own a 1963 
Falcon Sprint convertible, has, you see, 
become reality. 

It was when Jimmy was in high 
school that his parents bought an early 
model Falcon. Not a Sprint, it was a 
plain light-brown four-door sedan. It 
was Mom and Dad's car, and J.D. and 
Loraine Buffett were happy with it. 
Jimmy gave the Falcon the nickname, 
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““Tan Hopper,’’ and begged to use it 
on the weekends. Six months later, he 
left Mobile, Alabama, and went off to 
college. And the tan four-door became 
the college car. Jimmy used it until 
1969.

There is a song on Buffett's Coconut 
Telegraph album (1981) entitled 
“Growing Older, But Not Up." The 
message is that, no matter the passing 
of time, Jimmy's heart is still in his 
youth. How many readers will agree 
that Jimmy Buffett's current Falcon 
convertible is a result of double- 
nostalgia? He loved the old ““Tan 
Hopper” four-door and its longevity 
under pressure, but understandably 
coveted the gorgeous Galaxie. 

Jimmy has owned the Wimbledon 
White Sprint since March, 1983, He 
happened to buy this Falcon with the 
help of Classic Sixties, the predecessor 
to this magazine. It was in late 1982 








at the camera. Classic Sixties was 
generous enough to publish the photo 
of Jimmy and the money with a quick 
blurb about his search for a 196314 
Sprint. Quickly, letters poured into the 


magazine. 

At that point, Jimmy was on a 
concert tour of the western states, 50 
the letters were forwarded to me.

letter, with a batch of photos, came 
from Ron and Jean Boesl of Northwest 
Classic Falcons in Portland, Oregon.

his concert that night was in Eugene, 
Oregon, to be followed by two days 
off. Without a moment's hesitation, 
Jimmy contacted “Mr. Falcon" in 
Portland. The next day there was a tesi 
drive, and before the sun went down 
the car in these pictures became the 
new pump for Jimmy's adrenalin. 

So what kind of car is best for the 
man who can afford, if not everything, 
perhaps more than the average used 
car shopper? Which wheels will inspire 
him to ride the highways in the open 
air, and give that man some honest fun 
and true pride of ownership? Is it the 
big-buck, low-slung exotic import, the 
limo-length black-on-black (with 
leather) luxury cruiser, or the hand- 
tooled custom crafted one-of-a-kind? 
No indeed, not in this case, For Jimmy 
Buffett, the finest ride available is a 
21-year-old 260 cubic inch droptop 
with four on the floor, fuzzy dice, red 
upholstery on the twin buckets, a dash 
mounted tachometer, throaty mufflers 
and wire hubcaps. Of course, the 
sound system has been spruced up a 
bit, but that's occupational necessity, 
So, all in all, this pretty little Falcon 
Sprint convertible is a very substantial
